The "gentlemen's agree- 
ment" arrived at secretly to-

The'text revealed that the sig- 
natories agreed not to ratify the 
reparations treaty written in Laus- 
anne until they had made a satis- 
factory settlement of their own 
debts. 
In the words of the agreement, 
if that satisfactory settlement Is 
not reached, "the legal position of 
all 
the 
interested 
governments 
would -become what It was before 
the Hoover moratorium." And "In 
case the settlement 
In question 
can not be obtained, the accord 
with Germany will not be ratified." 
In that case, the agreement pro- 
vides that if Germany's creditors 
can not obtained a settlement of 
their own debts, most of them 
to the-United States, "a new situ- 
ation will be created and the in- 
terested governments will have to 
agree on what they should do," 
presumably at another conference, 
but at' any rate "the Lausannfe 
agreement will not definitely go In- 
to force" until after it Is ratified 
by the creditor governments. 
Complicating the situation even 
further is the new "accord of con- 
fidence" which France and Great 
Britain have reached and which 
they have invited the other Euro- 
pean governments to join. 
What makes it complicated is 
that the two signatories appeared 
to interpret It differently.
